Business men who don't do something about the park-
ing problem run the risk of “getting cobwebs in their cash
register,” Ralph T. Dorsey, eminent traffic engineer and
consultant told members of the Torrance Rotary Club at
their meeting Thursday evening.

“Too many people have the idea that offstreet parking
is the problem of city officials. Officials are restricted by
law and by red tape beyond their control, It is up to asso-

ciations of businessmen to take the initiative, in providing M

a service to customers that is essential to their own suc-
cess,” he declared,

Dorsey, who has had a long and colorful career trying
to solve Los Angeles’ traffic and parking problems, gave
statistics to show the value of offstreet parking to the
average merchant, Statistics prove, he asserted, that the
average woman who has to park at a curb spends about
$4 shopping. Given three hours in a convénient off-street
space, the same woman will spend $16,
